Protect Children fhorn 
Tuberculosis 
By WILLIAM A. O'BRIEN, M.D 
(Written for NEA Service) 
Children arc never born with 
tuberculosis. The disease is always 
acquired after birth. Reports show 
75 per cent of college students 
reach 21 Without being infected. 
The 25 per cent who arc positive 
reactors have lived or.-worked with 
some one with tuberculosis or have 
consumed infected food or drink. 
Infections ca.i be delected by 
the tuberculin skin test. If positive, 
it means tuberculous infection in 
the past, with a chest X-ray de- 
ciding the present status. Another 
way 
of finding 
tuberculosis 
is 
through X-ray examination of the 
chest without skin testing. Although 
the tubercle bacillu can infect part 
of the body, the disease most often 
develops In the lungs. 
Tuberculosis starts slowly. Long 
before the usual signs are present 
the 
patient expectorates bacilli. 
This is dangerous for other mem- 
bers of the family as well as work 
associates 
for

London, Oct. 8 — (UP)—Rudolf 
Hess, former deputy fuehrer of the 
Na/i parly who flew to Britain on 
a fantastic mission in 1941,.left by 
plane for Germany today to slanc 
trial as war criminal. 
Hess, unkcmpi and thin, left Mad 
clcy Air Field near Abcrgavcnny 
Wales, for Frankfurt, at 8:50 a. m 
He was escorted by an 
arm 
guard, a . medical officeiv-.an a 
tcndant and an official of the Uni 
cd National War Crimes Commis 
sion. 


His departure was one of a swift 
scries of events clearing the way 
tor the mass trials of Axis 
war 
criminals at Nuernberg. Allied of- 
ficials were conferring at Berlin on 
plans for the trials, and the first 
formal indictments were expected 
to be returned Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 


Hess was driven to Madcley Air 
Field in a closed army car 
with 
drawn blinds. Unshaven, impassive 
and looking ill, he wore gray ci- 
vilian clothes and a gray hat. 
Only a few Royal Air Force men 
saw the plane take off. A .RAF 
pilot, radio operator and navigator 
completed the list aboard. 
Strict secrecy was maintained at

Hess had been interned. Only those 
with special permits were allowed 
near the hospital. 
Hess parachuted down on a Scot- 


tish moor on the night of May 10, 
1941,

Protect Children fhorn 
Tuberculosis 
By WILLIAM A. O'BRIEN, M.D 
(Written for NEA Service) 
Children arc never born with 
tuberculosis. The disease is always 
acquired after birth. Reports show 
75 per cent of college students 
reach 21 Without being infected. 
The 25 per cent who arc positive 
reactors have lived or.-worked with 
some one with tuberculosis or have 
consumed infected food or drink. 
Infections ca.i be delected by 
the tuberculin skin test. If positive, 
it means tuberculous infection in 
the past, with a chest X-ray de- 
ciding the present status. Another 
way 
of finding 
tuberculosis 
is 
through X-ray examination of the 
chest without skin testing. Although 
the tubercle bacillu can infect part 
of the body, the disease most often 
develops In the lungs. 
Tuberculosis starts slowly. Long 
before the usual signs are present 
the 
patient expectorates bacilli. 
This is dangerous for other mem- 
bers of the family as well as work 
associates 
for

Hess Goes 
Back to Reich 
forTrial 


W. R. HIGGINBOTHAM 
London, Oct. 8 — (UP)—Rudolf 
Hess, former deputy fuehrer of the 
Na/i parly who flew to Britain on 
a fantastic mission in 1941,.left by 
plane for Germany today to slanc 
trial as war criminal. 
Hess, unkcmpi and thin, left Mad 
clcy Air Field near Abcrgavcnny 
Wales, for Frankfurt, at 8:50 a. m 
He was escorted by an 
arm 
guard, a . medical officeiv-.an a 
tcndant and an official of the Uni 
cd National War Crimes Commis 
sion. 


His departure was one of a swift 
scries of events clearing the way 
tor the mass trials of Axis 
war 
criminals at Nuernberg. Allied of- 
ficials were conferring at Berlin on 
plans for the trials, and the first 
formal indictments were expected 
to be returned Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 


Hess was driven to Madcley Air 
Field in a closed army car 
with 
drawn blinds. Unshaven, impassive 
and looking ill, he wore gray ci- 
vilian clothes and a gray hat. 
Only a few Royal Air Force men 
saw the plane take off. A .RAF 
pilot, radio operator and navigator 
completed the list aboard. 
Strict secrecy was maintained at 


Maindcff Court 
Hospital, 
where 
Hess had been interned. Only those 
with special permits were allowed 
near the hospital. 
Hess parachuted down on a Scot- 


tish moor on the night of May 10, 
1941, 
shortly before the 
German" 
army invaded Russia. He told a 
fantastic story of a mission 
to 
"save humanity." Later it devel- 
oped that he tried to align Britain 
with Germany in a bloc against 
the "Bolshevik menace" to 
Eu-
